‘Incredible’ incidents

Afterwards the head of the 
U.S. Secret Service, Lafayette C. 
Baker, claimed that pages of Booth's 
diary disappeared after being in gov- 
ernment custody. 

There are equally incredible in- 
cidents about President Kennedy's 
death. Oswald was questioned for 
hours by the Dallas police and U. S. 
security agents but our government 
denies that a verbatim account of this 
significant interrogation was ever 
made. What was Jack Ruby's rela- 
tionship to the Dallas police besides 
furnishing them with booze and 
broads? What Dallas policeman al- 
lowed Ruby into the basement so he 
could and did kill Oswald? And if 
Arlen Specter's one-bullet theory is 
wrong and there were two or more 
bullets, there had to be another assas- 
sin besides Oswald. 

The above are only a few aspects of 
the murders of two of our Presidents 
that call out for further investigation.
